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THE POST-OFFICE& BILL.. 


Navy Yard—The Recess LKeso- 
lutions. 

WASHINGTON, December 20.—In the senate, 
at the close of the morning hour; Mr. Ailison 
called up the consular ana diplomatic appro- 
priation bill, and the genate proceeded to con. 
siderit. The amendments reported by the 
committee On appropriations were agreed to, 
except the provision that nothing in the act 
shall be construed to extend the time within 
which the French and American claims com 
mission shall make its tinal report and expire. 
On motion of Mr. Pendleton, with the con- 
sent of the committee on foreign relations, 
an amendment was added appropriating 
$5,000 to enable the president to extend diplo- 
matic relations with the governments 
of Eastern Asia. The bill was then passed. 
Mr. Jones, of Florida, offered 
a resolution,. which was agreed 
directing the secretary of the navy to intorm 
the senate whether, in his judgment, any 
further appropriations are hecessary to put 
the Pensacola navy yard in a state of 
efficiency, what is the condition of the dry 
dock there, and whether it is in conditic.n to 
be used for the purposes for which it was 
constructed. Mr. Jones said he had observed 
that the Pensacola navy yard was one of those 
that the secretary of the navy thought should 
be abolished, and he made a brief argument 
to show thatihis yard was the only one in 
the Gulf of Mexico—our great Mediterranean 
sea. It was of great imnportance, and ought 
to be maintained for the protection of the 
commerce of the Gulf and of the Mississippi 
valley, having its outlet there. 

The civil service bill being under consider- 
ation, Mr. Pendleton offered an amendnient 
striking out the provision that the original 
entrance to the service shall be in the lowest 
grades, and providing that appointments In 
the departments shall be apportioned as 
nearly as possibleamong the states and terri 
tories, and the District of Columbia, upon the 
basis of population. A long discussion en- 
sued,

In the discussion, Mr. Vest said he had 
agreed that this bill should be reported to the 
senate, not because he believed its provisions 
would remedy the evils existing 1n our civil 
service, but rather as a means of emphasising 
his conviction of the urgent necessity fora 
reform of that  necessitv. There could 
be no question that money had become 
a most political factor in American elections, 
and the ciyil service was used by the republi- 
can party as one means of raising money for 
political purposes. The great trouble now 
was that areftorm of the civil service Was ex- 
pecced from men who are in their hearts up- 
posed to it. It was idle to give this infant 
into the hands of a nurse who desiree its 
death, and then to expect it 
to grow up into a healthy 
manhood. The republican party, judged by 
its record, was opposed to civilservice reform. 
General Grant in 1871 had recommended 
certain regulations almost identical with the 
“co Romane of the pending bill, and what had 
v»ecome of these regulations? Mr. Allison 
said that as he had understood it, the pend- 
ing bill simply proposed to enact into law the 
practice now followed in most of the depart- 
ments, notably the treasury department, in 
regulating promotions. Mr. Vest said every 
senator knew that the regulations to which 
Mr. Aliison referred amounted to nothing. 
When Mr. Schurz was secretary of 
the interior, he had made the _  at- 
tempt to put them in force, and they were 
ostensibly in force now in the treasury depart- 
ment, yet no democrat coula get an appoint- 
ment, and the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral had recently announced publicly that 
the offices in that department were to be used 
for the benefit of the republican party; and 
sneered at the idea of any other system. 
After President Grant had announced his 
reformatory purposes in 1871, came hissecond 
udiuinistration, based to a great degree upon 
the spoils system. Then came that which 
ihe distinguished senator from New York, 
no longer in the senate, called ‘‘snivel 
service reform of iother fraud Haves’’—an 
adiminstration whose first act was to reward 
with offices yielding $291,000 a year the men 
who, for its benefit, had stolen the suffrages 
of sovereign states. Mr. Vest read a letter of 
Casanave, a member of the Louisianna re- 
turning board in 1876, to President Hayes, 
io be rewarded for his services in that 
Caper and remarked that the extent of 
of che degredation of our politics was 
suown by the fact that a man holding public 
position could dare to address such a letter 
to the president of the United States. A 
man who had aided in the throttling end 
stifling the voice of the free people of Louis- 
iana, dared, in the capitol of the nation, to 
demand money from the president for these 
services, and the money was paid. Next 
came President Garfield’s administration. 
Garfield, in all ‘iis public utterances, 
had denounced the very abuses now 
sought to be remedied by legislation, yet no 
sooner was he nominated for the presidency 
than he began correspondence with Mr. Dor- 
sey, secretary of the national republican com- 
mittee, and now chief of the star route defen- 
dants, a corresponpence breathing the spirit 
of the “spoils” system. The burden of it be- 
ing mobpey, moxey must be obtained; 
more money for the democratic stafe of 
indiana; and Dofsey was afterwards toasted 

by the genticmafi who is now president of 
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the United States, at a banquet given at Del- 
monico’s, and presided over by General 
Grant, to do him honor for having successful- 
ly corrupted the suffrage of that great state. 
It had been charged that the democratic par- 
ty bad formerly practiced this 
system of political assessments. But he 
defied the gentleman to produce from the an- 
nals of the democratic party any such infa- 
mous document as Highwayman’s letter, 
dated in Philadelphia, signed John Cassna, 
chairman, and addressed to the oftice-holders, 
demanding two per cent of their salaries, and 
threatening that at the end of the campaign 
a list of those who had not paid 
would be placed in the hands of the heads of 
departments. Mr. Vest, continuing, said the 
great evil in the civil service now was thatthe 
republican party had come to believe that the 
offices belonged to them as a matter of right, 
and ignoring people, proceeded to tear each 
Other to pieces about the patronage; and 
this, more than anything else, had contribu. 
ted to their recent defeat. Replying to Mr. 
Hale’s charge that the ‘‘whisky interest’? was 
an ally of the democratic party, and Mr, 
Sherman’s statement that the result of the 
recent election In Ohio was largely due to 
that alliance, Mr. Vest said that for the past 
twenty years the ‘whisky interest’? - had

was Withdrawn. The bill passed.

DEAWING THE LADIES OUT 

[n an interview with a newspaper reporter 
there on that or the following day, Mrs. La- 
bouchere’s attorney stated that there was no 
truth in the story that a rupture had taken 
place between that jady and Mrs. Langtry. 
Continuing the conversation the gentleman 
Mrs. Ladouchere said that 
his client had been to Virginia to attend to 
some land interests she had in this state. An 
investigation at the time failed to discover 
the presence of Mrs. Langtry’s chaperone in 
this city, but Mrs. Pigeon was _ here 
at the time it was reported that 
Mrs. iLabouchcre had left New York, 
for this city. During her brief stay here Mrs. 
Pigeon drove around and visited various 
points of interest. Her counsel say that she 
stated that she had a lady friend here whem 
she expecied to visit before her departure. 
There is no one here who knows Mrs. Labou 
chere, but there isa lady who is acquainted 
with Mrs. Langtry, and who has met herin 
London. When Mrs. Pigeon left the city it 
was with the understanding with her legal 
advisers here that she would return in Feb- 
ruary next, when it is expected her case will 
be culled in the chancery court 

AN OPENING FOR VIRGINIA LAWYERS. 

This suit has brough to light a feature in 
the Wirginia divorce laws not generally 
known even here, and that is that a party to 
such a proceeding need not necessarily bea 
citizen of this state. Mrs. Pigeon in her bill 
claims to be aresident of Virginia, but her 
residence could not have been of rnore than 
forty eight hours duration. The discovery of 
this oversight in the law, of course, would 
this state tocitizens of other 
states who degsir-ed to relieved from. the 
marriage bonds. Mr. Carrington, 
tbe senior member of the Richmond counsel, 
and his associates know nothing about the 
case except what they have learned from 
Messrs. Dunning and Fowler. The resident 
lawvers have no information connecting the 
case with Mrs. Labouchere, but persons here 
who have taken an interest in what has been 
published about the alleged rupture between 
that lady and the Jersey 
Lily have connected Mrs. Pigeon, 
the plaintiffin this divorce suit, with Mrs. 
Labouchere. The bill filed in the iegal pro- 
ceeding instituted here states that Mrs. 
Pigeon’s maiden name was Hodegson, who, 
it is understood, was formerly an actre&s 
in London. Her lawyers here have not 
heard from her since herdeparture. Whether 
she has left this country for England or not 
they are notinformed. They have written 
to their correspondents in London, at the re- 
quest of Messss. Dunning and Fowler, to ob- 
luin a copy of the certificate of marriage. 

WARDING OFF SUSPICION. 

Colonel Carrington, who was seen to-night 
by this correspondent, has no idea, he says, 
tnat his client in this rather peculiar case is 
Mrs. Labouchere. He says that he has no 
reason to believe that it is she, and that he 
fully accepted the representations by such 
respectable lawyers 4s Messrs. Dunning and 
Fowler, of New York, who are associated with 
him in ne legal proceedings 
instituted here in Mrs. Pigeon’s behalf. The 
report, however, that the chaperone of the 
Jersey Lily had visited this city on business 
about the time of the appearance of Mrs. 
Pigeon, has led some to believe that the fair 
plaintiff, who now seeks a legal separation 
trom her husband, and the lady whorecently 
sailed on the steamer Servia from New York 
for London, is one and the same. 

PUBLIC INTEREST AROUSED. 

The ease is looked forward to with deep in- 
terest. Whether further developments 
proves that Mrs. Labouchere and Mrs. Pigeon 
is identical or not, the suit will attract con- 
siderable attention. In her bill Mrs. Pigeon 
prays the court that in its decree the custody 
of her child, who is now said to be at school 
in England, shall be given her. The 
plaintiff also petitions the court 
to grant her an injunction 
restraining Pigeon from molesting or 
in any way interfering with the boy during 
the pending of these proceedings. One otf 
the most interesting poirts likely to be raised 
in this case, when it comes up for. trial, will 
be whether the fair plaintiff in this case is a 
resident of this commonwealth within the 
meaning of the laws. No time is stated in 
the section of the statute upon which divor- 
ces are based, but it bas been generaily oe 8 
pcsed that an actual and permanent abode 
within the limits of the state was required 
of such suitors. 

HER IDENTITY ESTABLISHED. '

Mr. James R. Keene Kelates His Own Experience 
With Them. 

New York, December 20.—The leading wit- 
ness before the state senate committee on 
corners and futures at the Metropolitan hotei 
was James R. Keene. In response to the 
question whether he knew anything about 
corners, he replied: |

It | 
originated outof the neces ssity of the corpotra- 
tious who a¥e burdened with excessive debts | 
and enormous stocks and who had to resort | 
to that means to pay the interest on’ their 
debts and dividends on their stocks, It has 
been continued for a long time, and, of 
course, the public bave been compelled to 
pay a great deal more than they ought for 
these articles.” 

“Will you explain what 
means?” 

WHAT WATERING STOCK MEANS, 

‘Watering stock means increasing 
capital without giving any equivalent there- 
for. It also means the private purchase of 
property by persons interested ina corpora- 
tion at one valuation and the selling of that 
property to the corporation at alarge advance, 
when the capital does not get.an equivalent.”’ 

“What is your opinion of the system of 
dealing in futures?” 
“IT don’t think the commerce and _ business 
of the country could be carried on without 
that system.’’ Mr. Keene was asked what he 
thought of the testimony of S. D. @. Bokkel- 
in, keeper of a piace Known as the Public 
Produce Exchange, where any one could buy 
and sej] futures in grain and provisions for a} 
small or large amount and the effect of such 
& basiness upon the public welfare.’’ He re- 
plied: ‘Il should think it was rather demora!- 
izing in its effects. Inasmuch as there is no 
pretense to make deliveries, it resolves i If 
into gambling.”’ I consider business of that 
Kind pure rambling, In not defending valli- 
bling, and as there is no element of business 
init, 1 do not consider myself competent t 
answer the question. I should think it was 
the duty of the law-makers to abolish that 
system of doing business,” 

REAL PURCHASERS. 

‘Ifa man buys a future in Chicago,”’ Mr. 
Keene went on, ‘‘and contracts pay the 
money on delivery, must it if he 
Inakes it an absolute purchase. If I buy one 
hundred shares of stock at the stock exchange 
| must pay to-morrow. I may sell again, but 
that is a separate transaction. If I buy 1,000- 
000 bushels of grain in Chicago for delivery 
next month, I must takeit.. I may in the 
meantime sell it out, but thatis a separate 
transaction. [think the conimittee labor un- 
der the idea that dealing in futures is a mere 
gambling transaction, and that we don't.buy 
an article outright; but we do. In the trans- 
action as narrated by the gentleman here 
there is no transaction because there is no 
obligation{made requiring the delivery or ac- 
ceptance of grain. It is mere gambling.”

The Mexican Government Proves Itselfto be a Factor 
inthe Market. 
GALVESTON, Texas, December 20.—A spe- 
cial to the News from Laredo says: There is 
good authority forthe r port that work on 
the International railway extension has been 
permanently suspended. Itseems that the 
Gould-Degress concession from the Mexican 
government contains a provision which abso 
‘utely forfeits to Mexico all work 
done in the event that the road should 
fail to be completed in conformity 
with the charter ai the time therein specified, 
and provides further that the Mexican gov- 
ernment shall be supreme arbiter of the inate 
ter. should that failure occur.

Raids Over in South Carelina—A Meeting of the Meth- 
odist Conferene:. 
Special to the Charleston News and Courier. 
GREENVILLE, December 18.—The latter 
part of last week Deputy Collector Ensor and 
Marsbal Bannister, of Greenville, made a 
journey to the moonshine country, and de- 
molished two stills. In 
fifteen hundred gallons of mash were des- 
troyed, and twenty galions of still wine. At 
Saluda mountain two thousand gallons of 
mash were destroyed, twenty gallons of still 
wine, and one barrel of whisky captured. 
The intense cold compelled the officers to 
return before other work could be effected. 
During the morning session of the Metho- 
dist conierence here, the bishop introduced 
to the body the Rey.

COMPETITION BEATS TAXATION. 

The good effect of the refusal of the legis- 
lature to put a tax of $100 on foreign capital 
in each county in which money is loaned, is 
already being felt. 

There is but one company now loaning 
money on farm lands in this state. Without 
competition, this company charges a high 
rate of interest and commission. As we 
pointed out, when the legislature was dis- 
cussing the question, if not shut out by pro- 
hibitory taxes, new companies will come in 
and the cost of borrowing money be very 
much reduced. We now have information 
of two other companies, one of them an 
English company, that will bring 
a practically unlimited amount of 
capital into Georgia during the coming 
year, and offer it for loan’ on farm 
lands. 

History repea‘s itself. The very firm that 
now occupies the field im Georgia loaned 
money at the rates now charged here in Iowa 
afew years ago. One by one other companies 
came in, and the rate of interest anil com- 
mission was reduced, until now the poor 
farmer borrows all he wants on his bond at 6 
per cent interest and 3 per cent gommission 
on a five yearloan. A few yea#s wiil bring 
about the same state of thing§ in Georgia.

CHUM CORBIN, 


WasHINGron, December 20.—Mr. Bitner 
manager of a watch manufactory at Lancas 
ter, Pa., makes a serious charge to the secre 
tary of war against Colonel Henry C. Corbin, 
manager of the late Garfield monumental 
fair, held in the capitol. His firm presented 
the fair to be voter for, five gold watches of 
theirown make. Bitner charges that Corbin 
sold these watches, and gave to the successful 
candidates others of inferior character. Sev- 
eral of tlhe watches distributed are known 
not to be of the Lancaster manufacture. 
The recipients of them say they can now 
see why they were so long getting the time- 
keepers that were voted them. It was 
almost two weeks after the fair. Colonel 
Corbin will be called upon to explain. He 
is stationed at Newport barracks, and is one 
of the assistant adjutants general of thearmy. 
He has beenavery prominent figure in Wash- 
ington since the beginning of the Hayes ad- 
ministration. One of Hayes’s first official acis 
was to appoint Corbin, then a captain of in- 
fantry,his ‘‘military secretary.’’ So much ridi- 
cule was heaped on this evidence of sncbbery 
that the ‘‘military secretary’’ was dispensed 
with. Dut Corbin was in favor at the white 
house, and became prominent wherever 
fashionable fairs or meetings of the 
army society were held here. Toward the 
close of Hayes’s administration an opportu- 
nity was afforded by jumping Corwin away 
up, to make him colonel and assistant adju- 
tant general. This was done, and he was as- 
signed to duty in the war department and 
had avery nice time, He was prominent in 
the Garfield inauguration, and when Garfield 
was shot he was promiscuously around the 
white house. The associated press used to 
send bulletins of what ‘‘Colonel- Corbin, 
who is just from the president’s sick 
room,”’ said. The facts are that 
Corbin was in the sick room once only 
when he helped to bring Garfield down, the 
morning he left Washington for Elberon. 
When Arthur came into power, army othcers 
who did not like him, worked to get bim 
away from Washington. They succeeded in 
getting him ordered to Newport barracks, 
and Corbin kicked vigorously. On account 
of the way he worked to stay here, an order 
was issued prohibiting army officers trem 
using political influence to secure or retajn a 
desired duty. Corbin is well known over the 
land, and the charges against him produce 
considerable sensatton. 

A Doctor in Trouble. 

Troy, N. Y., December 20.—Dr. Rice a 
well-known physician of this city and for 
many years assistant-superintendent at the 
Marshall Intirmary and Taylor Wells, of Ball- 
ston, were arrested last afternoon charged 
with causing the death by malpractice of Miss 
Lillie Porter, a very handsome young 
woman of the latter piace, They 
both pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of manslaughter in the first 
and were committed to jail, Wells 
brother-in-law of the deceased girl. The doc- 
tor’s arrest occasions great surprise.
